Association Index: A Source-List of Di- 
rectories and Other Publications Listing 
Associations. Los Angeles, Metropolitan 
Research Co., [1958]. 112p. 28cm. paper 
$7. 


The Association Index is a new publica- 
tion consisting of two parts. The first part, 
called the “Source List,” is a bibliography 
of directories and other publications list- 
ing international organizations and cur- 
rent nongovernmental associations in the 
United States and Canada. The second 
part, called the “Finding Guide,” is a gen- 
eral index to the information found in 
such publications. Consequently, the As- 
sociation Index can be used as both a 
bibliographical guide to organization di- 
rectories and a subject guide to their con- 
tents. 

Over 1,000 publications are included; 
the “Source List” numbers 1,083. A few 
other publications have been inserted into 
this numerical list by means of letter sub- 
divisions, and there are a few blank num- 
bers. Copyright is held by Jane Clapp, a 
California librarian, who is also the com- 
piler. 

According to the introductory statement 
of purpose, the Association Index was 
compiled from published sources, supple- 
mented by over 2,500 letters and ques- 
tionnaires. Thirteen principal published 
sources used are listed. These include 
standard association directories, the Li- 
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brary of Congress Catalog, and Winchell’s 
Guide to Reference Books. Acknowledge- 
ment is also made of use of the Wilson 
indexes, and Public Affairs Information 
Service. 

Part I, the “Source List,” consists of an 
alphabetical listing of publications by title, 
or if the title is not distinctive, by the 
name of the organization issuing the pub- 
lication. This is followed by such bibli- 
ographical information as the price and 
the name and address of the publisher or 
distributor. Symbols indicate free publi- 
cations or those of restricted distribution. 
The current volume or edition is cited, or 
if the entry is a serial, the frequency of 
issue is noted. The month of issue is given 
for annual directory issues of periodicals, 
and the same information is frequently 
given for other annual issues. Directory 
sections of publications are also included. 

The address of the publisher or issuing 
organization is given for each publication. 
Annotations describe the general contents 
and special features. The information 
given seems to be reasonably up to date. 

The second part, the “Finding Guide,” 
is a valuable supplementary key to Part I. 
Here entries are made under title, author, 
editor or compiler, issuing body, abbre- 
viations or variant titles, and subject. 
See and see also references seem to be 
well carried out. For instance, someone 
trying to locate a directory of bird clubs 
would find under Birds cross references to 
Aviculture and Ornithology, which would 
enable him to find directories of cage bird 
clubs, on the one hand, and wildlife and 
conservation societies, on the other. 

The paper and spiral binding do not 
seem sufficiently rugged to stand up under 
active library use. Nor is the typewriter- 
offset method of reproduction as clear as 
might be desired. 

According to the prefatory statement 
the Association Index “lists only a small 
number of the association directories and 
lists of associations that are published.” 
Consequently various omissions can be 
found. For example, the Directory of the 
American Political Science Association, 
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third edition, 1953 (Washington: The As- 
sociation, 1953) is not included, although 
page 2 of the Index says coverage includes 
books published “since 1952.” The Ameri- 
can Association of University Professors 
Bulletin (Washington: The Association) 
in each spring issue has a list of chapters 
and chapter officers, but this is not in- 
cluded. 

The publishers indicate that this is “the 
first step in the control of information in 
directories of associations.” The Associa- 
tion Index does not claim to be compre- 
hensive; nevertheless, this publication 
should be a useful reference tool in large 
and medium-sized public libraries and in 
special libraries, both as a guide to direc- 
tory information in their collections and as 
a general check list in building directory 
collections. As such, it is recommended 
for libraries and other organizations which 
have, or contemplate, association directory 
collections. Because of the addresses and 
other information, it also has a limited use 
for libraries which do not have directory 
collections.

An opera singer’s infectious personality and 
sense of humor warm a refreshingly candid 
memoir that encompasses a musical childhood 
in St. Louis and comparatively recent ven- 
tures in radio and on the stage, screen, and 
nightclub circuit. She surveys a long asso- 
ciation with the Metropolitan Opera termi- 
nated by an altercation with manager Rudolph 
Bing, offers glimpses into a happy marriage, 
recalls an unpleasant interlude involving 
Margaret Truman’s musical career, and forth- 
rightly comments on opera’s role in the cul- 
tural life of the contemporary US. A partial 
list of her recordings and performances is 
appended.

Beaumont, Charles. The intruder. Putnam, 
$3.95. January 9. 

Everyone in the small Southern town of Cax- 
ton soon knew Adam Cramer, a young stran- 
ger from Los Angeles, and some listened to his 
speeches against the desegregation of the 
local high school and joined his militant, pro- 
segregation organization. What happened 
when this rabble rouser fed his ego on other 
people’s fears and prejudices and how his 
campaign was eventually undermined by a 
few courageous citizens is recounted with 
suspense, drama, and conviction. 


Caldwell, Taylor. Dear and glorious phy- 
sician. Doubleday, $3.95. March 2. 


An epic-length novel about Lucanus, or Luke, 
physician and author of one of the Gospels, 
depicts him as an individual apart, plainly 
marked out for the service of God in spite of 
his almost lifelong protest against a deity who 
inflicted pain on men. Antioch, scene of his 
boyhood; Rome, where he visited his family in 
the intervals between his restless travels; 
Alexandria, where he was educated; and 
Judaea, where he learned the story of Jesus 
from his mother Mary and acknowledged 
him as the Christ, provide a background mo- 
saic for a larger-than-life portrait of Lucanus 
in the most glowing colors. A romantic rather 
than a realistic treatment in spite of the fact 
that it dwells on the degeneracy of the times 
in an attempt to draw a parallel between an- 
cient Mediterranean civilization and _ the 
present. 


MacLennan, Hugh. The watch that ends 
the night. Scribner, $3.95. February 13. 
Jerome Martell, a Canadian surgeon who 
leaves his practice and his invalid wife Cath- 
erine to serve in the Spanish Civil War, is 
reported dead but years later returns to his 
home and finds Catherine married to his old 
friend George Stewart. Written with com- 
passionate maturity the story skillfully probes 
the conflicts, emotions, and philosophies of the 
three principal characters. 


Wilkins, William Vaughan. Consort for 
Victoria. Doubleday, $3.95. February 12. 
In the early days of Victoria’s reign, a certain 
Major Houldway discovers a plot to force the 
Queen to abdicate, thus leaving the way to 
the throne open for her uncle, the notorious 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. The Major, a 
bluff, likable middle-aged bachelor, gets sub- 
stantial aid from a pair of delightfully Dick- 
ensian counterspies, but by far his most effec- 
tive ally is the young widow Fancy Eves, as 
quick-witted and courageous as she is charm- 
ing. Melodrama, romance, and humor are 
happily intermingled in a tale that offers re- 
creational reading with a dash of history.

quiry and McKeon’s court-martial. The final 
chapter is devoted to newspaper dispatches on 
the tragedy, trial, and McKeon’s sentence—a 
bad-conduct discharge which was later re- 
scinded. The report suffers from verbosity 
but gives a complete picture.

From precinct to president (Some re- 
flections by Harry S. Truman). Murrow- 
Friendly, CBS-TV See it now. Distribu- 
tors: Contemporary Films, and McGraw- 
Hill. 1958. 54min. $225. 

Selections from a four-day interview given 
by President Truman to Edward R. Murrow 
and presented over CBS-TV on February 2, 
1958. Murrow asks a few discreet questions 
and Truman talks openly and with obvious 
relish about his early life, rise in politics, 
reactions on first becoming President, and all 
sorts of topics which made news during the 
seven years he was in the White House. He 
is genial and disarming as he talks about such 
things as the dismissal of MacArthur, his 
impressions of national leaders, why he ap- 
pointed Eisenhower to head the NATO or- 
ganization, the effects of the atom bomb, and 


the problems of the Presidency. Murrow sits 
back and listens in apparent fascination. The 
viewer may react in the same way, for seldom 
has a film composed entirely of conversation 
been so direct or had so much zest. A sequel 
is planned, but parts of the interview cannot 
be released during Truman’s lifetime. Im- 
portant as a social document which is likely 
not to become dated. 


Office supervisors’ problems. McGraw-

The series is made with the cooperation of 
the National Office Management Association 
and is based on case study material furnished 
by the Education and Training Department 
of the Aluminum Company of America. The 
areas treated in the se~'.s are those likely to 
offer pitfalls to even the experienced super- 
visor in large or small organizations. The 
series supplements rather than replaces the 
U.S. Office of Education supervision series 
which presents factory rather than office sit- 
uations. The human quality of this office 
series commends it. The acting is professional 
and the scenes realistic. 


THE BRIGHT YOUNG NEWCOMER. An older, ex- 
perienced clerk, with limited educational 
background, who has initiated many valuable 
routines in the office, resents the suggestions 
of a younger clerk with college background. 
The supervisor’s mishandling of the introduc- 
tion of the newcomer and the older em- 
ployee’s resentment offer good material for 
discussion of these and other key problems. 
Especially good for pointers on orienting the 
new employee. 


THE FOLLOW-THROUGH. The dangers of inade- 
quate instructions on a new routine, even 
when given to intelligent, cooperative em- 
ployees, is the subject of this film. Much 
time is spent in making the point but the 
situation is one that will provoke discussion. 


THE GRAPEVINE. The spreading of rumors and 
misinterpretation of overheard remarks that 
upset an office and endanger its efficiency are 
well presented here. A _ pertinent subject 
handled in a discussable way. 


How MUCH COOPERATION? The situation is that 
of a supervisor who assigns an important job 
to his clerical staff late in the day, expects 
them to finish it, and leaves without telling 
them that he is going to an important meet- 
ing. Some time later he is puzzled when the 
staff reacts emotionally to his request for vol- 
unteers for a Saturday overtime job. The 
situation is applicable to large and small com- 
panies and might be discussed at length be- 
cause the supervisor’s personal relationship 
with the staff is paramount, but it is not an 
easy film to discuss if the group wants to 
arrive at conclusions. 


IN THE MIDDLE. The question of dismissing 
an employee during a slack period or of 
transferring one of the employees from a slack 
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department to a busier one is very well por- 
trayed. The supervisor is “in the middle,” 
between the manager who demands the ad- 
justment and the employee who resents being 
transferred. One of the strongest films in the 
series and useful for several discussion pur- 
poses, including resistance of older employees 
to change. 


PROMOTION BY-PASS. A somewhat overstated 
but provocative case of a supervisor who 
bungles the job of telling an older employee 
why a younger man was recommended for a 
new, better position.
